There are some— 
and they have usually gradoated in somo other 
walk of life—who, having lost their own self- 
respect, bave brought discredit upoa their 
fellows, But taking the profession os it is 
represented in Hongkong to-day—by men who 
have worked on the stafis of the leading nows- 
papers of Englond and tho Colontes—I think I 
may fairly claim for it that it stands vory_ high 
indeed, . It nover stood highor and when I look 
tack on twelve years of journalism in this Co- 
Jony I fool that I can honestly congratulate my 
confreres on the position they now ocoupy, even 
with all ita drawbacks and its inheriiance of the 
sins of others, I appedl fo you os journalists 
to inaintain the credit of your profesaion.. Do 
not allow yoursalves to be mail tho catepaws of 
nd jealons busyhodies that 
are present in every community. Believe me, 
as ono with a greator experience of life than 
most of you, and a Jonger-oxporionce of Hong- 
kong-than any of you, thot you will gain moro 
respect—the respect that is worth huving—by 
pursuing an independent and honest course in 
your daily routiue, whether it by in the humbler 
duties of chronicling the daily occurrences of the 
lace, orin endeavouring to form public opinion, 
here sro in this sommoanity—as thors sre in 
every community—-paople who pre ever ready to 
take advantage of anowapaper toserve their own 
selfish onds, Xt isnot always easy to sou their 
object, Such persons mey be counted among 
the enemies of the Press. On the other hand, 
there are in Hongkong sowe men in public life 
—-and it ia to be regretted that their nuraber is 
not larger—who havo sccomplished much with 
tho aid of the Press, With your help, they 


will be able to accomplish still greater reforms, : 


and I hope that after each of you has spont 
twelve years in Hongkong you will bo able to 
Jook back with a sonse of gatisfaction and be 
able to say that you have helpod in your smail 
way to tho achiavomont of. thede. muccesses.”

There 
is nothing in the accounts that calls for very 
special mention. You will see the Joans on the 
provident system hovo incensed by $153,000 
odd, which is antisfactory, as our aim is to gob 
as much capital out on these loans as possible. 
Charges account is slightly highor, having 
been increased by an expense for some plans, 
ofa property which we, ot one time, contemplat- 


| ed building upon, but which was afterwards sold 


inablock, Tho other amounts in the accounts 
all explain themselves aad require bo comment. 
At the beginning of the year it was a little 
diMcult to lend on satisfactory security, the 
property market being vory lifeless. For some 
mouths we had not quite so much money out 
on loan os wo might have had, bat during the 
latter part of the year we havo hada better 
demand aud placad considerable amounts on 
good properties. Qur loans aro all quite satis- 
footory, and woare-again able to report freedom 
from bad debts, Before moving the adoption 
of the report and accounts, I shall be pleased to 
answer any questions. I must exploin that, 
through somo annccountable error in printing 
the proof, the report was sent out without proper 
supervision and before an error was detected, 
The name of Dr. Noble, who had boon invited 
to join the Cousulliag Committoe, was, by somo 
unaccountable means, left ont of tha report. 
Proper apology hus been made to him, and the 
seme ia due to the shareboldors. I cannot 
explain how it happened. More attention was 
paid porhaps to the figures in the accounts 
than to the wording of the report,
